Appeal Over Construction of 


WH1 to Supreme Court 


Under New Law 


The first case in the 
past 16 


months to be appealed • from 
the 


county court, of which A. G. Zim- 
merman is judge, is that involving 
the will of Mrs. Anna M. Boyce, de- 
ceased, formerly of Brooklyn. 
The 


case will go to the supreme court. 
Up to Sept. 1, 1919, appeals from 
the probate court went first to cir- 
cuit court and then to the supreme 
court. This was done, in many in- 
stances, to delay action. 
Through 


the efforts of Judges Zimmerman 
and Sherwood, the la'tter from Mil- 
waukee, a law was enacted by the 
last legislature providing that ap- 
peals be made direct to-the supreme 
court. .This is the first case under 
the new law.

Renews Blockade 


of Soviets

Charles Reoht, counsel for the so- 
viet trade mission, today, that the 
U. S. assay offices remain under or- 
ders not to assay any gold bullion 
coming 'from soviet Russia to this 
country. 


As this gold is the chief resource 


with which Moscow expects to pay 
for hundreds of millions of dollars' 
worth of American goods, and as 
government assay certificates 
are 


virtually necessary to fix the value 
of gold bullion, the official statement 
of yesterday, that restrictions on 
exchange and other 
financial ob- 


stacles to trade had been removed, 
becomes worthless, 


Chicago meat packers had 
the 


first warning of the false character 
v£ the "removal of restrictions" 'an- 
nouncement issued by the treasury. 
They have products in storage in 
Hamburg, Reval and other ports of 
northern Europe, awaiting word that 
payment can be arranged for their 
delivery in Russia. 
The state de- 


partment has told them that they 
can deliver foodstuffs, despite the 
bar against goods' available for mil- 
itary supply. 
But the department 


stands firmly against the removal of 
gold from Russia. 


It was admitted to Recht today 


tfhat the treasury forbids assaying 
of Russian gold because the state 
department "does not recognize the 
title of the bolshevik government to 
it." 


No mention wns made of the fact 


that the French government claims 
this gold in payment of loans made 
by French investors to the 
czar's 


government in past years. But as 
this is the only adverse claim, the 
United States is in the position of 
maintaining the trade blockade, to 
help collect her Russian .loans,

TALKING DIFFERENTLY NOW

ECOGNITION of Soviet Russia is urged by Henry C. Mor- 
genthaa, personal representative of President Wilson in 


the proposed mediation to "save" Armenia. 


And President Wilson also contemplates recognition of the 


Soviet Government by the European Powers as the only means 
of carrying out the Armenian project, according to a farther 
strange contention by Mr. Morgenthau. 


Discussing at Atlantic City the Armenian task intrusted to 


himself by the president, Morgenthau used the following lan- 
guage: 


"It appears to be time that the American people are made 


to understand just how much depends on the willingness of the 
Allies to deal with the people who surro.'ind the Armenians— 
the Turkish Nationalists and the Kcds of Russia. Up to the 
present time they have recognized neither. Should England, 
France or Italy decide to recognize the Soviets they easily could 
make the saving of Armenia a condition, and unless they find 
some means of dealing with these representatives now outside 
the diplomatic pale the best efforts known toward saving Ar- 
menia are likely to fail.... This I believe is exactly what Presi- 
dent Wilson meant when he distinctly stated that his acceptance 
of the task of mediation between the Armenians and their en- 
emies rested upon the moral and diplomatic support of the vic- 
torious Powers." 


The state department declines to say whether Mr. Morgen- 


thau spoke with the authority of the president, but it is general- 
ly conceded that if he did not have such authority he committed 
a gross "betrayal" of the chief executive by thus dictating the 
terms under which he would fulfill a task already accepted. 


And if Mr. Morgenthau's policy is accepted it means that 


the Wilson administration has gulped its spleen and wants to 
negotiate with the Moscow government, which was again "out- 
lawed" as recently as last week, when the labor department or-t 
dered the deportation of L. C. A. K. Martens, representative of 
the Soviet Government. 


From still closer to the president comes the declaration of 


William G. McAdoo advocating trade with Russia. McAdoo re- 
mained silent during the period when his statement might have 
influenced the proceedings against Martens, but simultaneously 
with the ending of the blockade by the treasury and federal re- 
serve board officers, McAdoo says: 


"I have long been convinced that we ought to establish 


trade relations with Russia. It is not necessary to recognize the 
Soviet Government to do this. Why should we refuse to let 
people in distress, in Russia or elsewhere, buy our products if 
they can pay for them, no matter what form of government 
they may choose for themselves? 


"We have always stood for the right of people to determine 


their own form of government, and I must say that I have never 
been able to see any reason for our stand that we must not trade 
with the Russian people because we do not like or recognize their 
existing government. The opening of trade with Russia—and 
I am sure that it can be accomplished under condition* that will 
reasonably protect our citizens—would be very helpful to our 
business situation." 


In that language tho president's own son-in-law scorns and 


repudiates the official propaganda, slandering Soviet Russia as- 
too vile to touch, which the white house has employed to deceive 
the American people for three years put.
